Editors of the Paafic:— 
Dear Sirs,—The Fourth, as usual among 


us, was not soffered to pass unnoticed, but 
wis feasted, toasted, lauded and cheered, ~ 


as patriotically as if on American soil, at a 
publie dinner, to which none but Americans 
were admitted, Although the arrangements 


were hastily made, everything passed off | 


in the finest style. During most of the 
previous night, “Young Ameriea” was 
abroad with cannon, fire-crackers, and such 


jike Fourth-of-July indispensibles, demon- 


strating in an unmistakable way to those

tis quarter, that the American spirit is 
till alive, and. needs only the occasion to 
prove itself to be the same spirit with that 
of ‘16. At 2 o'clock we assembled 
at the Court-House, and, after discussing a 
sumptnons dinner,’ listened to the reading 
of the Declaration of Independence, follow- 
ed by thirteen regular toasts, washed down, 


fur the most part, with soda-water and ex- + 


collent speeches, By the way, we out here 


feel. none of those distracting influences 


which cause so much division and bitterness 
a: home. Party, and sectional feelings 
s-\iom find a place among us. Our patri- 
otic emotions glow, or seem to glow with 
a purer and intenser flame, the further we 
are removed from our native land ; or, as 
vue of the speakers at our dinner express- 
ed it, our love for the Union is just about 
iu proportion to our distance from the Cap- 
itol, 

Another thing, which may interest some 
of your readers, has just occurred here.— 
Last Saturday evening about 8} o'clock, 
the alarm of fire was given, and within ten 
minutes, the theatre, called ‘““The Varieties,” 
was wrapped in flames. As the structures 
in the vicinity were wooden, the devouring 
clement spread rapidly, and before it could 


be subdued, consumed five buildings, occu- 


pied as-stores on the south side of King 
street, None of the property was insured 
and of course all is a total loss. Yet the 
loss, great as it is, is small in comparison 
with what it would have been, had nota kind 
l’rovidence ordered, that the strong trade 


winds, Which sweep over this place nearly | 


every hour in the month, should, at that. 
moment, be hushed. Had the wind blown 
as is w8ual at this season of the year, no ex- 
eruon could have saved a large portion of 
‘us city from the fate which once befel. 
un Francisco. The Seamen’s Chapel had 
i very narrow escape, and so did the Post 
Oijice. The former was seperated only by 
about two rods from one of the burning 
huildings. "The engines were kept playing 
on its roof and sides continually, yet it took 
fire in several places, and parts of it near- 
est the flames were completely charred.— 
We thank God that he was pleased to 


spare this temple erected for his worship; 


and although we sympathise deeply with 
those who have lost their all by this calam-. 
ity, we thank him with equal fervor, 
for removing from our midst, an establish- 
ment which had long been a cause of con- 
tention among us, a corruptor of our youth, 


‘and a public nuisance generally. 


During the conflagration, one or two lit- 


“tle incidents of great interest to me, fell 
tader my observation.

the flames, unlocked his store, entered, and

came out, and with the most perfect calm- 
hess joined in the effort to extinguish the fire. 
It was extinguished in the building next 
to his. A lady also, whose husband's prop- 
erty was equally exposed, in his absence, 
called the family together and implored the 
assistance of Him whom she had often be- 
fore found to be “a very present help” in 
every trying Hour; and on this occasion, 
‘he was not forsaken. I relate these inci- 
ints on account of the beautiful lessons 
they contain, and because they illustrate 
the spirit which rules the hearts of very 
nany who do business in this commanity.

In carrying out the objects of our asso- 
ciation the past year, we have found that 
the same necessities exist, that called for 
our original organization. Though our 
population partakes more of the settled 
character of that of the Eastern States 
than it did, still sickness, death and desti- 
tution produce distress in various forms in 
our midst, which it is our duty to relieve. 
The widow and the fatherless among us are 
peculiarly in need of protection, and of aid; 
the laboring woman, when brought upon a 
sick bed, after expending all her means, 
| requires the sustaining aid of friends of her 
own sex; the wife, who is left by her hus- 
band, to seek employment in distant parts 
of our country, with the hope of realizing a 


long protracted silence of him on whom 
she is entitled to lean for support. Fami- 
lies are often found in great destitution 
among us from this cause; their little means 
expended, they know not where to look for 
aid. In older communities, family connec- 
tions and relatives, business friends and ac- 
quaintances sustain and relieve in similar 
exigencies. Here, almost all are strangers 


their own interests, to learn and sympathize 
with the distress of his neighbor, unless op- 
portunely informed by another perhaps 
equally a stranger; and thus too often, is 
suffering endured, hidden from the gaze of 
all. Hence the continued necessity for 
such an organization as ours to protect and 
befriend the worthy of our own sex, on 
whom calamity has suddenly fallen. 

The office of the society has been sus- 
tained at 151 Sacramento street, under the 
supervision of an agent, whose Report will 
show the operation of this branch of our 
duties, and the good accomplished through 
this medium. It reaches many otherwise 
inaccessible to the Society, and is adapted 
to meet the wants of a large portion of our 


population. 
ifty eases of distress have been present- 


|.ed before the Board of Managers for relief 
in various fornis. Food, clothing, furni- 
ture, medical advice, faithful nurses and 
material aid have been furnished as the 
necessities and pressing wants of parties re- 
quired and demanded. _ Thirty of this class 
have required an outlay varying from $2,00 
to $10,00 a week. The object had in view

‘was deterred from doing so, by the delicate 
state of his wife’s health. They bad no 
means, and no acquaintances in the coun- 
try. The Board of Managers, upon learn- 
_ing these facts from their Agent, decided 
‘to assume the protection and care of the 


_wife,-during the absence of the husband, 


who left with feelings of reliance on our 
‘watchful care and attention toward. her. 
We fixed her in a comfortable place to 
board, provided her with employment suit- 
ed to her ability whilst she was able to 
work. Nursing and medical attendance 
was then supplied and her board paid by 
the society. Cheering news was soon re- 
ceived from her husband, whom it was ar- 


ranged that she should join as soon as her 


strength would permit; he stated that he 
had a prospect of reimbursing part of the 
outlay made by the Society. But weeks 
and months elapsed, and she still remained 
under our care. No further tidings of the 
absent husband were received. Her bodi- 
ly health improved somewhat, and provis- 
ion was made for her, whereby she could 
earn her own subtistence and alleviate if 
possible her anxiety and suspense. The 
absent one ne’er returned—having been 
suddenly killed in the mines. It was in- 
deed a case where sympathy and support 
were needed. 

A family was reported as struggling 
with poverty and unable to provide suita- 
ble clothing for their children, to enable 
them to attend Church and Sabbath School. 
Upon examination into the facts, the Board 
decided to give suits of clothing to each 
child, thus relieving the weight of the bur- 
den in that instance, and cheering and en- 
couraging the mother to continue her daily 
labors for the support of her little flock. 

A case was reported of sickness and des- 
titution. The parties friendless and penni- 
less, were almost in despair when the case 
was made known to us; a large expendi- 
ture was required for a time, and until 
death closed the scene. aoe 

Many cases might be added, possessing 
peculiar points of interest, but their delinea-

Twenty cases have required medical aid, 
and we would here tender our grateful 
thanks to Drs. Holman, Hewitt, Bush, 
Harris, Gibbons and others, who have ren- 
dered valuable medical services, and are 
ever ready to co-operate with usin our 
work of benevolence. 

We have deeply felt the necessity of a 
Home for those under our charge, believing 
that a greater amount of good might be 
accomplished with less expense ; but the 
path has not becn clear to attain this end. 
Measures were taken towards an act of In- 
corporation in the early part of the year, 
with a view to that object and in order to 
give greater permanency to our organiza- 
tion, and gentlemen were elected as Trus- 
tees according to legal requirements, to 
enable us to hold property. Our thanks 
are due Messrs. Crockett, Page and others, 
for assisting us in this measure. Liberal 
subscriptions were made by many of our 
citizens, and it was fondly hoped at one 
time that a permanent Home would be 
secured,—but the financial pressure of the 
times has, for a season, prostrated our ex- 
pectations. We will, however, yet trust that 
an all-wise Providence will open a way, 
whereby this want will yet be supplied. 
We received from Ex-Mayor Garrison, the 
munificent donation of one thousand dollars 
($1000) towards this object, and he has 
our warmest thanks for his liberality. The 
money has been placed at interest, until 
we require its appropriation for the purpose 
for which it was given. | 

Our current expenses have been met by 
the payment of annual subscriptions by our 
members, and for honorary and life mem- 
berships, with small donations from various 
friends of the cause. Five dollars consti- 
tutes a lady a member for one year; twen- 
ty dollars an honorary member, and fifty 
dollars a life member. No public effort 
has been made in our bebalf during the 
year. We have quietly pursued our work, 
unostentatiously effecting what good we 
could under the circumstances, and our. 
thanks are due to several gentlemen who 
have kindly co-operated with us in forward- 
ing our objects; to many of the clergy and 
physicians of our city, who have ever dis- 
played a noble disinterestedness, worthy of 
their professions; and to many others, who 
have taken an interest in our progress and 
assisted us in our bour of need,

AGENT’S REPORT. 


The Office of this Society was establish- 
ed on the Ist of Aug., 1853, under the care 
of the Agent, and subject to the supervis- 
ion of thu Executive Committee and Board 
of Managers. | 

It was intended to become an avenue of 
communication between the Society and 
the public; it aimed to protect and befriend 
all of our sex, who might stand in need of 
advice, counsel, relief or employment. It 
was based upon broad and deep principles. 
It had no resources at the commencement, 
but faith was strong, that ways and means 
vould be opened, to enable the enterprise 
to be properly carried out. It offered pro- 
tection to such as were exposed to the 
snares of thedesigning, encouragement to 
the desponding and bereaved, by lighten- 
ing their burdens, and cheering their path- 
way with tangible evidences of our interest 
in, and sympathy for them. It sought to 
preserve and cherish the feeling of indepen- 


| dence, so necessary tothe well-being of 


every member of the human family. 

In noting the progress made, it will be 
seen that these objects have been attained 
to a certain degree. 
work may not be known, even to ourselves, 
but enough has been done, and can be seen, 
to show that the enterprize is eminently 
adapted to the wants of a community 
abounding in necessities which bespeak 
sympathy, protection and aid from our 
hands. Similar institutions have been found 
necessary in older communities; our own 
city presents a larger sphere of action, from 
the peculiar nature of our population, and 
the many sudden reverses to which all are 
here liable. 

Three hundred and fifty applications for 
assistance and employment have been made. 
Seventy-five have been furnished with situ- 
ations, Twenty-two cases for relief have 
been reported to the Executive Committee, 
who have promptly attended to them, and 
afforded assistance suited to their several 
wants. Thirty have been assisted by ém- 
ployment with the needle. Nineteen have 
been supplied with clothing and material 
for garments. One hundred garments, and 
one hundred yards of flannel and other ma- 
terial have been delivered to the orders of 
the Executive Committee. 


The aggregate of business transacted has 
been greatly increased, being double the 
amount of the preceding year, consequent- 
ly more gaod has been accomplished, 
through the industrial department. Still, 
the increase has not enabled us to supply 
all who need assistance in this way. The 
pressure of the times of late, has obliged 
many to seck employment of some nature, 
to supply their necessities, and your Agent 
‘regrets to say, that she has been obliged 
to deny many, for a time, whose tremulous 
voices spoke forcibly their need. 

A few cases may be given, illustrative of

Employment is furnished 
her, and as she receives the money she has 
earned, she expresses her gratitude that the 
ladies of San Francisco have originated such 
an Institution. It has given her encour- 
agement and support in a land of strangers, 
a trying hour. | 

Another newly arrived couple, disheart- 
ened at the high cost of living in this coun- 
try, decide to separate, and seek employ- 
ment as servants, to enable them to earn 
enough for the future establishment of a 
home, Upon hearing the story of the wife, 
and seeing her inadaptedness to such a po- 
sition, measures were devised to allow their 
remaining together; the wife’s earnings for 
a time sustained them—the husband, sub- 
sequently found employment. 

A merchant in our midst fails, and his 
family suffer. The wife and children are 
willing to do their part, and receive em- 
ployment, that lessens the burden of the 
husband and father. : 

A pale and feeble looking woman appli- 
ed one day for sewing. It was not in my 
power to furnish it at the time, from want 
of means to pay for it, and she was inform- 
ed of the fact, and promised employment 
as soon as possible. Tears came into her 
eyes, and she told her tale of hardships and 
poverty. Her modest bearing and truth- 
ful appearance, deeply interested me; 1 
found that she had but lately recovered 
from sickness, and had four little ones de- 
pendent upon her exertions. I have been 
enabled to give her constant employment, 
that furnishes a comfortable support for 
her family. 

“I need bread” is frequently said by ap- 
plicants for work. “Il am willing to do 
anything I can for a support.” Not only 
from among the lower classes do cases of 
destitution occur, but often, a delicately 
bred female is met with, who, unable to 
walk the rougher paths of life, shrinks 
from making known the extent of her wants, : 
until kindly sympathy opens the channel, 
and teaches her heart, when the story is 
confidingly told. Many a tale of trial, sor- 
row and destitution have been made known 
to me while discharging my duties as Agent, 
that cannot be brought before the public. 
Few, indeed, not actively engaged in such 
a work, can be aware of the extent and 
varied nature of the cases that exist among 
us and require sustaining sympathy in hours 
of darkness and need.

The articles made by our beneficiaries 
are kept for sale at the Office, at a slight 
advance above the cost of manufacture.— 
The limited amount of sales prevents a lar- 
ger scope to our operations, and many dis- 
courdgements constantly occur to harass 
and perplex, but the recurrence of facts 
like those here cited, stimulate to renewed 
exertion and additional interest in the work. 

In conclusion, allow me to say, that the 
experience of the past is but a prestige of 
the fature. The results accomplished may 
be looked upon as small; they may not an- 
awer the expectations of friends of the cause, 
but who shall say that a correct estimate of 
the amownt of good done has been made? 
Our Heavenly Father has shown us the 
pathway, in which we have walked, and si- 
lently and unobtrusively performed the 
work as it has been laid before us. With 
greater facilities, more might be done.— 
The same sorrows must continue to exist, 
the same varied phases of distress constant- 
ly occur around us. We need to have our 
hands strengthened, our cause sustained, 
by sympathy, co-operation and aid from the 
community at large. Shall we not receive 
it? Many might contribute donations of 
clothing and other ar that would be of 
incalculable service to the newly arrived 
and destitute stranger, who is often stripped 
of everything on the journey by disasters, 
that produce keen suffering. 

We entrust the cause to your kind re- 
membrances, believing that the noble gen- 
erosity of the public will sustain it; that it 
will rise in public estimation and the scale 
of social and benevolent institutions, as its 
work and operations are more fully known.

avoid. We do not believe. that the public are 
yet disposed to question a man's integrity and 
condemn him, simply from the fact that his name 
is before them qs political candidate: we be- 


lieve that there is generous charity in public 


opinion towards the motives of men, in whatever 
position they may act—they stand innocent un- 
til there is. strong occasion to suppose them guil- 
ty. The reason why political men as a mass, are 
looked upon as sadly destitute of moral integrity, 
is the best in the world—they act so. We are 
right, when we judge a tree by its fruits. Those 


who are best acquainted in the green-house of 


politics at the present day, are more thoroughly 
convinced of the doctrince of “total depravity” 
than any other taught from the Scriptures. We 
know political men in this State, whose motives 


we do not question, and whose character no one 


can impeach. We repel with spirit, the taunt 


that political honesty cannot be found. Dishon- 
esty there, is a8 culpable and ugly as any where | 


else ; no excuses can relieve its vile deformity ; 
no custom can make it tolerable : it is an outcast 
of God and men, and must go in mask, if it go 
at all. When young men are about to enter po- 
litical life, they must not suppose, they go where 
all are, aud must be dishonest. 

Unimpeachable moral character, is the condi- 
tion of real manhood in any sphere.’ Built on 
any other foundation, no matter what a man’s 
talents may be, the structure is not safe : the high- 
er and nobler it appears, the more dangeroas it 
is, and the more disastrous will be the rain where 
it falls: let men get from under it. We make 
no comparisons between mentai talents, and mor- 
al probity as demanded for any occasion; there 
can none be made : there must be moral charac- 
ter for every occasion, there is no safety in any 
thing without it. A candidate for political trust, 
who is‘known to trample under his feet the car- 
dinal principles of morality, no matters.what his 
talents, should never be the recipient of public 
confidence for a single hour. You know nothing 
about what he will do: he is capable of any- 
thing. You must not be deceived, and put your 
goods aboard of a vessel, because she is perfect 
in her model, and capable of riding any sea, 


when you know that her captain and crew are 


pirates. 

The Election is at hand. Lists of men for the 
different positions of responsibility are now fully 
before the public: there is a fair opportunity to 
know who are safe, and who are unsafe men. It 
is our right and duty to find out the unsound men 
if there be any, who stand before us in such an 
attitude, and to mark them in a way that others 
shall know. the sign they carry in their foreheads. 
By their own act, they have passed from a pri- 
vate to a public position, and the veil which once 
sheltered their reputation is withdrawn, and the 
character which it concealed, is open, not only, 
but invites to public instruction. 

The 6th of Sept. will shape society for years 
to come: the law-makers and executors will 
then be appointed, to bless the State or curse it,. 
to hasten it on ina career of disgrace or glory. 
Let every man be sure that he votes for sound 
and solid men, and not for vice and wickedness.

, A Sabbath of rest, and a refreshing day, we 
spent at Vallecito. As usual, through all the 
mountains, no mining was done, and very little 
business seemed to be transacted, but lounging 
about appeared to be the order of the day. In the 
forenoon we attended the meeting of their little 
Sunday school, and were pleased to see the inter- 
est the children manifested in the exercises, and 
how readily they recited verses from the -scrip- 
tures. . In the evening we met a good congregu- 
tion, and led them in divine worship and address- 
ed them from the word of God. They have a 
decent building, well located as a church, in which 

ve 
regular preaching upon the Sabbath by the Meth- 
odists and “styl division of the “Sons of 
Temperance. We found in the place some ex- 
cellent people, and a few five families; but gen- 
erally the town consists of single men with quite 
an admixture of Mexicans. Along with what 
we saw of good in the place, we saw also some 
of the evils of ‘50 yet prevailing. Gambling 
here is carried on openly in defiance of luw.— 
Sabbath night, and sometimes Sabbath morning. 
carousals are continued in abominable dance 
houses in spite of their energetic constable’s ef- 
forts for their suppression; and it is outrageous 
that even in the building in which the Post Of- 
fice is kept, large pictures of a character forbid- 
ding the presence of a respectable lady are seen, 
fixing a stain upon the reputation of the place 

which would induce a good man and a stranger 
to turn from it in disgust: and seek another loca- 
tion for a residence. 

The town is situated in a pleasant flat, with 
high rolling hills, or mountains rather, surround- 
ing it on all sides, at different distances, capped 
with lava summits. The valley is some two or 
three miles in length, north and south, and has a 
number of openings connecting it with other fine 
valleys. Through a Uireak in the mountains to 
the N. E. the road brings one to another fine 
mining locality called Douglas’ Flat, where there 
are from 20-to 30 families residing. Their dwel- 
lings are generally good, small’ framed houses, of- 
ten delightfully situated, under noble oaks or oc- 
casionally in a fine grove of pines, and sometimes 
surrounded with a beautiful door-yard and garden, 
abounding with flowers. A refreshing breeze 


generally blows up the mountain sides, through | 


allthese towns during th@ greater part of the 
day, greatly relieving the heat which would be 
otherwise oppressive. As it is, we have never 
yet, excepting one day in °50, felt the heat in 
California, more than often in former years du- 
ring the season of haying and harvesting in North 
Eastern Ohio. Douglas’ Flat lies upon the sin- 
gular marble range, with its strange loose rocks, 
(not boulders) which we found extending from 
Sonora to Columbia, and which, from the last 
place we attempted to describe. But here the 
marble more resembles the blue limestone of N. 
Y. State. At Vallecito, all the mines are sur- 
face diggings, but at Douglas’ Flat, there are 
some that are very rich, which are reached by 
means of long tunnels or deep shafts. Some of 
these claims have been worked two or three years, 
and yet seem only fairly commenced. We enter- 
ed one over a thousand feet in length, at the ex- 
tremity of which, the miners have just widened 
out their work to a width of some two hundred 


eet and commenced returning, taking all clean 


to the bed rock. ‘l'o complete their present plans 
they must spend at least some five fears yet in 
mining. The whole distance has been prospect- 
ed and yields largely to the hand ; yet the wealth 
of the mines, on the average, may best be learn- 
ed from the price of wages, which is here, for ex- 
perienced hands, three And a half or four dollars 
a day, without board. Here is no school, but 
a fine, small M. E. Church, and a good division 
But little now. seems to be done 
for temperance in the State, except it be by the 
Sons. We wish that others, the friends of tem- 
perance, who cavnot act with this order, would act 
in a way of their own; but by all means act... Re- 
ligion, intelligence, temperance, order, enterprize 
and every good, are intimately connected; if a 
man cannot advance them, one or all, in some 
particular way, let him do it in another and_his 
own way, but by no means stand still. ‘I'he car 
of reform and human improvement must be mov- 


ed forward; the motive power that docs it, is | 


human energy, and if one cannot pull by the 
rope, or lift at the wheel, let him take hold some- 
where. The work must go forward; the good 
must be done. Take hold, friend, take hold.— 
Along through this region, there are a few scat- 
tering farms, the finest we have seen in the moun- 
tains, 

Two miles and a half further north, back of a 
mountain hill, is Murphy's; a good old mining 
town, built of wood, and fortunate enough to 
have escaped fire thus far. It is located_ upon 
the marble range, before described, but with its 
loose rocks somewhat modified in their features. 
Commonly here, they do not appear to be loose, 
but to consist of vast spindles and slabs placed 
upright and extending, no one knows to what 
depth, until they probably connect with the solid 
rock. * The openings between these spindles and 
slabs are filled with clay containing gold. And 
now down, down, along these openings, the mi- 


‘ners are extending their diggings, raising by 


windlasses, the earth which. pays them well for 
their labor. The bottom has in no case been 
reached, though some have gone down a hundred 
feet. The water troubles them considerably, 
but is removed by the application of horse pow- 
er to the common pump, constructed ona large 
scale. It is a permanent mining locality, suppli_ 
ed with water the year round. It bas a church, 
a school, and perhaps eight hundred inhabitants. 
This whole region appears to have been a part of 
the Table Mountain range; only it here extends 
North and South instead of East and West.— 
The vast currents of water from the Sicrras, 
flowing across it, have broken it up into isolated, 
single hills. Like the Table Mountain, they are 


basaltic, of the same imperfect formation, of 
. about the same height, and generally level on the

. Another variety of praise proceeds from blind 
‘and devoted friends. Their aims and purposes 
are widely different from those of the sycophan- 
tic flatterer, but their praise is no more wise or 
discriminating. They see not your defects.— 
They have the most entire confidence in your 
judgment as well as in your integrity. They are 
generally of a sanguine temperament, and as yet 
inexperienced in the vanity of allearthly things, | 
and the imperfections of the best of men, They 
/ are accustomed to regard human nature, not as 


| radically defective and sinful, but only in certain 


cases frail,and perverted by circumstances. They 
regard you as one well nigh beyond the power of [ 
temptation, and they do not hesitate to express 
their favorable opinion with the utmost freedom. 

All such praise is to be received with much 
allowance. However mach he may love the 
good, and abhor the bad, it is not so much your 
own true self that he admires and extols, as his 
perfect ideal, to which you know you do not cor- 
respond. But little confidence can be placed in 
the judgment of such aman. He may pruise 
your defects as highly as your excellencies. He 
may approve of decidedly bad plans, and ill-found- 
ed expectations no less fully than of those best- 
natured, and most reasonable. You may there- 
fore prize his heart above his head—his affection 
more than his judgmeut. His praise needs to be 
subjected to the fiery process of the crucible. 

But fortunately, not all who have occasion to 
praise belong to the classes before mentioned. 
There is also the candid and judicious friend. 
You have cgnfidence in his sincerity and in his 
unbiased judgment. He will not praise you ex- 
cessively, either from desire to flatter, or from 
an over-weening regard for you. His capacity 
to judge in different cases may be very different. 
But for his praise you will always have respect, 
in proportion to your confidence in his judgment. 
So far as that judgment is of worth, you _ 
the full benefit of it. . 

Praise is not always by words. ‘There are 
those who by their manner—the respect they 
manifest, the attention with which they listen to 
your efforts to benefit or instruct them, pay you 
ahigh tribute. Others there are who pour out 
freely their feeiings and sentiments, and these, 
you know, well up from a deep. fountain within. 
Others still, bestow their praise sparingly, but it 
is like the precious mint drops, small in compass, 
but very weighty. 

The praise of such, in whatever manner it may 
be expressed, is that which we should most prize 
und must see to win, so fur as men are concerned. 
Praise is loved by every man. Every one de- 
sires the favor of his fellows, from a natural love 
of approbation, or it may be from motives either 
selfish or benevolent. It is surely not improper 
to desire, to some extent, the praise of men, and 
particulatly of good men. 

All the praise offered one, from whatever 
source it may come, should be subjected to the 
closest scrutiny. The wise man will no more ac- 
cept it as genuine and valuable, without trial, 
than the banker will take, without inspection, 
for genuine coin, or for the best quality of dust, 
whatever may be offered himas such. Much 
that appears to be gold and silver, if thoroughly 
tested, proves nearly worthless, a base cheat. 
The best and purest metal shines all the brighter 

and bears the higher value, in consequence of the 
fierce heat to which it is exposed. A process 
not unlike this should be brought to bear on 
everything which comes to us under the form of 
praise. Much of it will be found mere sound 
and show—outside pretence of favor and of high 
regard, with no particle of real good will under- 
lying it. The false metal betrays itself by its 
hollow ring. This should be rejected as dross 
and refuse. It is most deleterious in its influ- 
ence, if received. At best, it is utterly worth- 
less, and should be cast out, aud trampled under 
foot. Such is the tribute which the flatterer 
brings. And the partial praise of weak, mis- 
judging friends; is this of more valug? In it- 
self it may not be. It is no more to be taken 
without triel. If we find it undeserved, without 
foundation, it too is to be rejected, though we 
reject not nor scorn the honest friend who be- 
stowed it. For the veriest trifles, bestowed by a 
sincere well-wisher, possess a value, not in them- 
selves, but passing over to them from the giver. 
Let us not weigh such praise in the same scale 
with the honest soul, from which it comes, — 

The Sound judgment of judicious friends, if 
one may secure their*praise and approbation, he 
should esteem highly, and treasure it up, even as 
a man of wealth, his precious deposits of silver 
and gold. He may lay it up as the solid coin, 
which has been assayed, and bears the stamp of 
genuineness. He may keep it for future use. It 
will chcer him in those hours of despondency, 
when he is ready to think there is in him no true 
merit. ‘Those words of praise may then serye as 
a needed and life-giving stimulant. Like Paul, 
when he met the brethren from Rome, he will 
thank rans for them, and take courage. tT

On this building there still remains a 
debt of three thousand five hundred dollars, on 
which interest is paid-at one and three-quarter 
per cent. monthly. A portion of the building is 
used fora depository; and for the residence of 
the agent of the American Bible Society, for 
which fifty dollars monthly is allowed by the A. 
B.S. The remainder has, until lately, been let 
for sufficient to pay the monthly interest ; bat | 
rents have fallen

“Now we exhort you, u, brethren,” says the apos- 
tle, 1 Thess. v: 14, “warn them that are unruly, 
comfort the feeble-minded, support the weak, be 
patient toward:all men.” 

The word men in this text is not in the origi- 
nal. It is supplied by our translators, as indica- 
ted by its being, priuted in italics, to make the 
meaning more full. 1t is obvious, however, from 
the connexion of the passage, that-by al/ men is 
meant especially the unru/y and feeble mé wled, 
and vindictive, concerning whom the Apostle is 
very earnest in his exhortations. In the Scrip- 
tures,the christian life is often compared to a war- 
fare, and Christian ministers to officers. So here 
the Apostle seems to mean, if in the government 
and instruction of the members of the Church, you 
should find some of them dull, wayward, fickle, 
stubborn, fashionable, light-hearted—bear with 
them in much patience and long suffering, and 
never grow weary in trying to do them good.— 
If the troops be raw, irregular, and in disorder, 
the officers must be careful to keep cool, and to 
manifest their own discipline and courage. If 
they lose their temper and show any want of 
confidence in their men, the battle is already lost. 
The more narrow-ininded, fickle, inattentive and 
dull our pupils are, the more need is there of pa- 
tience and perseverence. “The Church gf Christ 
on earth, is like an hospital of sickly and infirm 

persons, laboring under a great variety of spirit- 
ual diseases, and consequently fit objects of 
Chrisé’s ministers to exercise their patience and 
pains upon; some unruly, some weak, some fce- 


church isa patient, and every patient has his 
particular distemper, which calls for indefatiga- 
ble diligence, and invincible patience, from such 
as are spiritual physicians.” But let not private 
members suppose they are exempt from the Apos- 
tle’s exhortation. All Christians are under ob- 
ligations to be patient towards one another, and 
towards all men. As no Christian is perfect, 
but hable to give offence himself, so he that will 
not have friends, except that they are without 
faults, can have no friends at all. And he that 
will not forgive, is not to be forgiven.

The charge of immoral influences from the come 
ing together of the sexes in the public schools, 
is the grand argument for their seperation, not 
only of Grand Jurics, but of a great haber of 
grand moral reformers.

They imagine the springs of feeling in childhood 
are filled with the muddy waters of impurity 
which stand in stagnant pools, around their own 
hearts. From the hue and cry which they raise, 
one would suppose they regarded every boy in 
small clothes, a foul-minded seducer in embryo. 
We have no patience with such Pecksniffian mo- 
rality men. 

It isa well-known fact that those who are 


schools, are the very ones who allow their girls 
the greatest license in all other places. 'Fhey may 
go to balls and dances, and parties, and remain 


ting with whom they please, and whomsoever 
they chance to meet, and they are proof against 
all bad influences ; but when, the next day, they 
enter the quiet school-room, oh horrible! the 


avd the purity of their feelings isin danger of 
being sullied. All this “fiddle-faddle and fuddle” 
about evil influences, comes from such with as 
good a grace as the moral instructions of old 
Squeers fo Squeers Jr. It is said by others, that 
boys are rude, rough, turbulant-and ungoverna- 
ble, and that their actions and conduct tend to 
blant the delicate feelings. of 
girls.

The school-houses in this city, have separate 
yards and play-grounds, most of them on oppo- 
site sides of the building. so that the girls in their 
sports, are not seen by the boys, nor the boys by 
the girls.

The school is oniy whereithe 
er takes the place of parent. Will any one say 
that because the brother goes storming about 
the house, the quiet little sister isin danger of 
becoming rude and rough? If the family circle 
is made pleasanter and happier by brothers and 
sisters, why not the larger family of the public 
schools. Children teach one another as much 
as they are taught by the teacher, and the very 
best teacher in the world for a rude, rough, un- 
‘managable boy, is some gentle little girl. The 
silent presence of girls in a school-room, throws 
a strong restraining influence over boys. They 
are more attentive to personal appearance, and 
neatness of dress, more refined in manner and 
carefal in speech. They have higher feelings of 
honor and manliness. They stand in dread of 
the public opinion of the girls, which frowns 
down meanness, and profanity, and vulgarity. 
The influence of the pablie opinion of a school 
on scholars, is quite as strong as on individuals in 
yociety, Boys have quite as high feelings of 
honor as men. 
mfnes, and so have thousands of others, to feel 
the need of woman's influence upon man's rough 


nature. The influence of girls over boys is the” 


game as that of woman over man. The presence 
of a pure minded girlis the angel that drives 
away every impure thought, and seals the lips 
against any course word. Very debased must 
be the mind of the boy who can be guilty of an 
indecent action, or a vulgar one in the presence 
of high minded girls; and to the credit of boy- 
hood be it said, the instances are few. 

The influence of boys over girls is hardly less 
beneficial... We believe that girls educated with 
boys, will grow up into women with stronger, 
purer, nobler, better developed characters than 
if trained in seclusion. 
pable of thinking and acting for themselves.— 
We believe that nowhere can they form better 
ideals of true manhood, than in the public schools 
where manly boys are striving to excel,—-where 
mind is made the standard of preminence, and 
true merit commands respect and admiration,— 
Suppose they may hear a rude word, or see a 
bad action; it is rendered harmless by that innate 
purity and delicacy of thought, which is a surer 
safeguard for girlhood, than gates of brass. ‘The 
young miss who would soonest elope with a fine 
coat and a pair of whiskers, is not the one who 
has been educated with boys and young men ; 
the sentimental young lady, brought up in some 
secluded seminary, where a boy never darkened 
the door, is far more likely to be the simple vie- 
tim. ‘The surest way to produce romuntically 


diseased imaginations, and to sully the purity of 


the female character, is to shut out girls from 
the society of boys, and young ladies from the 
society of young men. We have conversed with 
many young ladies, educated in female seminaries, 
and they uniformly acknowledge the fact, that in 
the schools where they were never allowed to 
speak to a gentleman, there was more talk and 
more thought about the other sex, than in mixed 
schools where they were allowed frec intercourse 
with young men. If this is the case in higher 
schools and academies,why does not the same law 
hold good in the common school. 

All over New England, ever since the common 
schools were established, boys and girls have gone 
to school together. Travel the world over, and 
you cannot find more virtuous wives and moth- 
ers, purer daughters, or more innocent girls.— 
And where can you find nobler boys, or young 
men who have a higher respect for female char- 
acter. Strange that the people of New England, 
who have taken so deep an interest in schools, 
should have slumbered so long in passive indiffer- 
ence, ou the brink of such a moral voleano.— 
Good honest folks! the reporteof our Grand Ju- 
ries must be sent them. It was our misfortune 


to be born and bred among the rugged hills of» 


that benighted corner of the Union, and to go a 
mile and a half to an old school-house where boys 
and girls met together in the same room. Our 
pleasuntest memories of school days are associa 
ted with the little bright-eyed girls who came to 
school in summer mornings, bringing lilacs, and 
pornics, and bunches of flowers in their hands. 
We loved those little girls with all the fulness of 
boyish feeling. God made them beautiful, like 
spring violets, and gave us a heart to love them. 
Our Jove for them*was never. sullied by a single 
impure thought. We loved them for the same

Nobody ever told us it was a: sin to love 
them. Nobody ever told us it was wrong 


to play with them, to ramble with them round 
the pastures and gather flowers and straw- 
berries; And the girls loved us—at least, we 
thought so then, and have no reason to doubt it 
now. No Grand Jury ever entered our school- 
house to tell the girls that the boys were 
bad. vicious or immoral. Thank God! no 
squeamish moral reformers shut us out in our boy- 
hood, from the littl girls of our own Granite 
State. Thank God, the mothers and fathers of 


us all had more faith in oar untutored, simplic ity. 4 


It was our misfortune to have -no sisters to love 

us, and none to love; but the little girls of the 
school supplied their place. A little barefoot 
boy, with tanned face, and. hard hands, and patch- 
ed trowsers, they taught us our first lessons of 
faith in the purity and nobleness of womanhood.
